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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment filed on 2/16/05. 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement to claims 23-26 is moot in view of applicant's amendment. 

3. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement to claims 23-26 is moot in view of appUcant's amendment. 

4. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefmite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention to claims 23-26 and 29 is moot in view of applicant's amendment. 

5. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Siska (U.S. 6,263,429) to 
claims 23-34 is withdrawn in view of appUcant's amendment and remarks/arguments. 

6. Claims 23-34 have been canceled. 

7. Claims 35-45 have been added. 

8. Claims 35-45 are pending. 

9. Claims 35-45 are allowed, renumbered 1-11. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, generating a new specific instruction by defining a specific operating 
code and associating said specific operating code with the sequence of successive standard 
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instructions which satisfied said test as substantially recited in independent claims 35, 38, 41 and 
44. 

The closest cited prior art, Siska (U.S. 6,263,429) teaches a method of compacting an 
intermediate program. However, Siska (U.S. 6,263,429) fails to teach generating a new specific 
instruction by defining a specific operating code and associating said specific operating code 
with the sequence of successive standard instructions which satisfied said test as substantially 
recited in independent claims 35, 38, 41 and 44; and as pointed out by the applicant's 
remarks/arguments on pg. 9, par. 1 to par. 4.
